Owing to The Fuel Short- 
age at Present 


Fuel Administrator Garfield of the 
United States, issued an order clos- 
ing down for five days every manufac- 
turing plant in the United States ex- 
cept those producing food, as a means 
of mmeting the fuel famine. The or- 
der is now in effect and applies to all 
war industries as well as the non- 
essentials. 

The administration will close down 
all manufacturing industries, except- 
ing those producing food, on every 
Monday for a period of 10 weeks. 

The order applies to all states east 
of the. Mississippi river, and to the 
states of Minnesota and Lauisina. 

Office buildings may be heated dur- 
ing the five day period. to prevent 
freezing, but'on the Monday holidays 
they must be closed down, News- 
papers wil] be permitted to use heat 
for but one edition a day. 

It applies to both morning and even- 
ing’ payers. Bank and trust com- 
panies are not. included in the order 
unless the governments of the states 
specifically declare that they shall be 
included. 

The order makes allowance for any 
industry which might be, put out of 
business by permitting it to keep its 
plant heated, ‘but the plant will not 
be ee to run,

This work will entail the 
removal of 1,500 to 2,000 miles of 
rails, and the government will be ask- 
ed to hold over certain classes of 
labor continually passing through 
Canada to Europe to handle it. Some 
20,00 laborers will be wanted, and 
their wages, about $50,000 a day, will 
be spent in this country.

HUNS RESUME 
WORK ON PEACE

Assent to Russia’s 
Eastern Question—Von Hin- 


denburg to Settle Situation In 
West. 


The Russian- German peace negotia- 
tions which have been under way for’ 
some time at Brest-Litovsk, were re. 
sumed last Monday afternoon, 

The Lokal Anzeiger declares the 
Russian. people reckoned on fovorable 
results from negotiations and that the 
Bolsheviki government will have to 
bear the consequenges should it prove 
they had been deceived, The Vossische 
Zeitung says that Russia can have 
complete peace at home the moment 
she comes to an agreement with the 
Central Powers. 

German. newspapers say that as a 
result of the conferences, an under- 
standing has been reached by the po- 
litica] and military parties in Germany 
in order to avoid further friction.

Labor Situation — 
Considered at Ottawa 


Important conferences on the labor 
situation in Canada were held at Ot- 
tawa yesterday. Thirty of the lead- 
ing men met tlie prime minister and 
members of the war cabinet ‘and dis- 
cussed the labor situation generally. 

At the Chateau Laurier, Hon. T. A. 
Crerar, minister of agriculture, met 
representatives from the provincial 
departments. f agriculture and dis- 
cussed with them the problem of labor 
shortage with particular reference to 
farm. labor, In both cases the con- 
ferences were closed to the press re- 
presentatives. It is announced, how- 
ever, that the director-general of pub- 


lic information will issue a statement - 


later in the day covering the proceed- 
ings of the two conferences, - 

The question of a better distribution 
of labor, it is understood, was one of 
the main topics under discussion with 
the labor men, the aim being to secure 
the greatest possible output from es- 
sentia] industries. For this purpose it 
may be necessary to curtail the opera- 
tinos of the non-essential industries, 
suggested measures with this end 


In regard to farm labor, it is pointed 
out that 23,000 men approximately 
will be needed for seeding, Of these, 
17,000 it is estimated, will need to be 
withdrawn from non-essential work 
in the west or secured elsewhere.’

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DAIRY LAW. 

According to a discussion 
which developed at.the council 
meeting last Monday evening, 
thére appears to be a misunder- 
standing on the part of some re- 
garding the securing of licenses 
for delivering milk. It would 
appear that the council and 
the board of health are being 
criticised for conditions over 
which they have no control. 

In the matter of issuing 
mits to dairymen the board of. 
health is simply complying. with 
the law laid down in the Provin- 
That act pre- 
scribes certain rules which must 
be observed before a permit can 
be issued to any one to sell milk. 
These rules are along sanitary 
lines and are intended to- pro- 
tect’ the public against possible 
disease. If the stable, milk 
house and surroundings do not 
comply with the requirements as 
mentioned in the act then the 
board eannot issue a permit nor 
can the town issue a license. If 
anyone continues_to do business 
without the permit and without 
the license then he is just court- 
ing trouble and additional ex- 
pense, as the town officials in- 
tend to see that the law is strict- 
ly lived up to in this respect.
